Judged  in  comparison  with  the 
largest  colleges  and  universities 
across  the  nation,  the  BANYAN 
scored  a total  of  7145  points  to 
put  it  well  over  the  7000  needed  to 
make  All  American. 

This  was  165  points  more  than 
was  received  by  the  1985  year- 
book which  fell  short  of  All  Ameri- 
can by  only  20  points. 

Judging  was  done  in  the  areas 
of  theme,  plan  of  the  book,  photo- 
graphy, copy,  academic  content, 

| administration  and  faculty  cover- 
age, organizations  and  activities, 
athletics,  student  life,  style,  lay- 
out, cover,  and  student  help  utiliz- 
ed. 

According  to  Benjamin  Allnutt, 
judge  of  the  book,  the  color  used 
was  very  good.  “There  are  lovely 
color  pictures  in  the  opening  sec- 
tion. The  homecoming  pictures  are 
a real  ‘reader  stopper’  as  are  the 
football  pictures.” 

His  further  comment  regarding 
specific  sections  of  the  book  was 
“You  do  a most  unusual  and  com- 
plete job  of  including  a large  num- 
ber of  the  faculty  in  the  book. 
There  was  certainly  an  extensive 
report  on  the  Professor  of  the 
Year.”

The  New  Ticket  Policy  Work?  Opens  Doors  Today 


Once  again  the  problem  of  ticket  policy 
at  BYU  athletic  events  has  raised  its  ugly 
head. 

As  the  letter  below  indicates,  many  stu- 
dents were  unhappy  with  the  ticket  policy 
used  by  the  Student  Athletic  Board  for  the 
first  home  football  game  of  the  year. 

There  was  also  dissatisfaction  with  some 
Shoving  and  branching  <?ut  of  line  while 
students  waited  to  receive  their  tickets. 
Most  of  these  criticisms  came  from  hapless 
freshmen  who  were  surrounded  by  upper- 
classmen “in  the  know”  about  the  ways  of 
using  the  ticket  procedure  to  best  advant- 
age. 

No  matter  what  system  is  tried,  there 
has  always  seemed  to  be  criticism  of  ticket 
distribution  at  football  and  basketball 
games,  as  well  as  Homecoming  and  other 
events. 


The  main  reason  for  the  dilemma  is 
simply  the  size  of  the  BYU  studentbody. 
Just  about  any  time  tickets  are  to  be  given 
out  there  will  be  long  lines  of  students  wait- 
ing for  tickets. 

Although  the  5 to  7 p.m.  waiting  time 
the  night  of  the  game  may  be  questionable, 
the  Student  Athletic  Board  has  taken  a 
positive  step  toward  a solution  by  making 
more  and  better  block  seating  available  for 


future  games. 

This  block  seating  will  enable  a good 


many  students  to  get  good  seats  and  sit 


with  others  of  the  group  they  regularly 
associate  with. 

Certainly  the  Board  has  racked  their 
brains  as  in  past  years  to  find  the  mystical 
“golden  solution”  that  will  be  agreeable  to 
everyone. 

And  we  hope  that  they’re  still  open  to 
any  ingenious  suggestions  that  students  can 
devise. 

The  Universe  will  gladly  print  in  Letters 
To  the  Editor  form  any  proposals  it  receives 
that  seem  to  smack  of  compatability. 

Getting  back  to  the  number  one  problem 
however,  that  of  the  number  of  students, 
maybe  registration  has  found  an  answer 
that  has  been  overlooked. 

The  masses  go  through  the  registra- 
tion maze  according  to  the  alphabetical 
spelling  of  their  last  name.  Order  of  regis- 
tration is  usually  juggled  each  time. 

Maybe  the  Student  Athletic  Board  could 
try  this  out.  One  week  any  students  with 
names  A-E  might  have  first  shot  at  the 
tickets  on  Monday,  then  others  through  the 
alphabet. 

The  order  could  be  reversed  the  next 
week. 

This  system  might  have  its  shortcom- 
ings like  any  other,  but  it  might  be  worth 
some  consideration. 

It  would  be  nice  to  have  an  acceptable 
system  worked  out  that  could  be  used  all 
year  for  concerts  besides  athletic  events.

GOOD  POLICY?

It  seems  folly  that  an  institu- 
tion so  progressive  as  Brigham 
Young  University  would  have 
such  an  archaic  football  ticket 
policy.  Students  are  forced  to 
queue  up  at  the  stadium  some  two 
to  three  hours  before  game  time.

Surely,  attendance  is  hurt  by 
this  last-minute  policy  of  hand- 
ing out  tickets  on  the  present 
basis.  A policy  of  selling  tickets 
only  at  the  door  at  almost  any 
other  public  function  would  mean 
certain  financial  disaster  for  the 
promoters.  Attendance  is  bound 
to  decline  at  any  public  function 


if  tickets  are  only  sold  at  the 
door.

Tickets  could  be  distribut- 
ed beginning  Monday  and  con- 
tinue through  Friday  afternoon  or 
Saturday  morning? 

In  this  way,  tickets  could  still 
be  given  to  students  at  the  gate 
but  the  university  would  almost 
surely  realize  a greater  attend- 


ance figure  for  each  home  game.

! Threaten  Sukarno 
Surround  Palace’ 

JAKARTA  UPI  — Jabbing  with 
i bayonets,  clubbing  with  rifle 
stocks  and  gun-whipping  several 
girls,  Indonesian  army  troops  Mon- 
yil  day  beat  back  waves  of  anti-Com- 
munist  students  trying  to  storm 
President  Sukarno’s  palace.  . 

Scores  of  students  fled  the  scene 
bleeding  while  others  were  clubbed 
or  kicked  senseless  to  the  ground. 

None  of  the  students  were  able  to 
reach  the  palace  which  was  heav- 
ily surrounded  by  tanks,  armored 
vehicles  and  four  battalions  of 
troops.  Sukarno  remained  at  his 
i suburban  palace  at  Bogor  40  miles 
away,  but  even  there  thousands  of 
students  marched  through  the 
^ > streets  and  pasted  anti-Sukarno 
slogans  in  front  of  his  home. 

SUKARNO  ACCUSED 

The  militant  Indonesian  student 
action  fronts  Kami  and  Kappi 
have  accused  Sukarno  of  having 
backed  the  abortive  pro-Commun- 
ist  coup  a year  ago  Oct.  1.  They 
are  demanding  that  he  explain  his 
role  at  the  trail  now  being  held  for 
his  former  leftist  Foreign  Minister 
Subandrio,  facing  a possible  death 
sentence  on  a charge  of  treason. 

Subandrio’s  trail  before  an  ex- 
traordinary military  tribunal  went 
Into  the  third  day  Monday  with 
the  former  Peking  ally  protesting 
his  innocence  of  any  complicity  in 
the  Communist  take-over  attempt. 


Weather  Bird 
Qn  Polar  Orbit 

VANDENBERG  AFB,  Calif.  UPI 
—Weather  satellite  Essa-3  swept 
around  the  earth  on  polar  orbit 
Monday  ready  to  send  back  valu- 
able meteorological  information 
taken  with  its  controllable  camera. 

“Everything  is  looking  fine,  it’s 
a clean  bird  at  this  point,”  said 
5 spokesman  for  the  National  Aero- 
nautics and  Space  Administration 
as  ground  stations  ordered  the 
■spacecraft  to  turn  slowly  and  aim 
its  camera  toward  earth  from  a 
point  900-miles  high. 

The  first  pictures  were  scheduled 

to  come  in  late  Monday  after- 
noon for  release  at  NASA  head- 
quarters in  Washington,  D.C. 

The  satellite,  taking  its  name 
rom  the  sponsoring  Environmental 
science  Services  Administration  of 
he  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce, 
was  designed  to  provide  both  world- 
wide and  regional  cloud  cover  pic- 
ures  at  least  once  every  day.

Assistant  Treasury  S e c r e tary 
Stanley  S.  Surrey  wrote  Rep.  An- 
drew Jacobs  Jr.,  D-Ind.,  who  has 


led  the  fight  for  such  a ruling,  of 
the  decision. 

Under  the  proposed  new  ruling, 
the  Treasury  said  deductions 
would  be  allowed  if  the  additional 
education  is  needed  to  maintain 
or  improve  skills  required  in  the 
teacher’s  present  position  or  to 
fulfill  new  requirements  imposed 
by  his  employer.

Higher,  Says  BrechSer 


Attendance  at  home  football 
games  of  Western  Athletic  Confer- 
ence schools  will  probably  hit  a 
new  high  this  year,  predicted  Com- 
missioner Paul  W.  Brechler  last 
week. 

“Several  factors  point  favorably 
toward  the  anticipated  increase,” 
he  explained.  “For  one  thing,  the 
conference  is  well-balanced,  and 
any  team  is  capable  of  possible 
victory  over  any  other  conference 
opponent.  In  consideration  of  the 
suspense  element,  interest  in  the 
conference  championship  probably 
will  reach  a new  peak. 

“Also,  we  are  going  up  against 
tougher  outside  competition  each 
year,”  he  added.  ‘On  the  schedules 
of  some  of  our  teams  this  year  are 
Air  Force,  Iowa,  Iowa  State,  Kan- 
sas, Kansas  State,  Oregon,  Ore- 
gon State,  and  Washington  State. 
Our  good  showing  in  intersectional 
games  increases  the  interest  of  our 
own  fans.” 

At  Brigham  Young  University, 
attendance  is  expected  to  push  the 
27,000  capacity  of  the  new  stadium, 
completed  in  1965.  Last  year  the 
Cougars  drew  an  average  of  24,023 
spectators  at  home  while  winning 


sell  out.  The  Wildcats  drew  33,252 
their  home  debut  against  Kan- 
sas Saturday. 

An  increase  at  Arizona  State  is 
very  probable.  Against  Texas  West- 
ern this  year,  the  Sun  Devils  set 
a new  record  for  a season  opener 
when  39,367  fans  went  through  the 
gates.  Despite  a sputtering  start 
and  a 6-4-0  record  last  year,  at- 
tendance averaged  29,817. 

In  the  season  curtain-raiser  at 
Laramie  two  weeks  ago,  Wyoming 
registered  19,251  spectators— an 
indicator  of  a probable  increase 
for  the  season.  Last  year  the  Pokes 
averaged  17,894  per  game;  how- 
, they  play  five  in  a row  on 
home  soil  this  season. 

New  Mexico  played  before  20,570 
fans  in  their  season  opener,  a non- 
conference tilt  with  Utah  State  at 
Albuquerque— a good  start  toward 
beating  last  year’s  average  at- 
tendance of  20,638.

Last 
year,  attendance  averaged  only  15, 
999— almost  30  per  cent  below  the 
1964  season,  when  Utah  tied  for 
the  conference  title. 

At  Arizona,  more  offensive 
sparkle  is  expected  to  boost  the 
interest  of  Wildcat  fans.  It  is  be- 
lived  that  attendance  this  season 
will  at  least  equal,  if  not  surpass, 
last  year’s  average  of  27,741,  de- 
spite a disappointing  3-7-0  showing 
in  1965.  Enlargement  of  the  stad- 
ium to  40,000  capacity  will  ac- 
commodate more  spectators  for 
the  Arizona  State  game,  usually  a

fill  out  a form  which  will  in  turn 
be  sent  by  the  university  to  the 
local  Selective  Service  board  of 
each  individual  student  requesting 
deferment.

lege  deferment  from  the  draft  to 
any  student.  The  university  merely 
sends  the  information  necessary 
of  a student’s  being  officially  en- 
rolled. It  remains  the  prerogative 
of  the  local  Selective  Service  board 
to  accept  or  deny  a request  for 
student  deferment. 

One  board  cannot  be  logically 
compared  to  another  as  to  its  de- 
ferment criteria,”  says  Dr.  King. 
He  points  out  that  even  within  a 
given  state,  each  local  Selective 
Service  Board  has  its  own  set  of 
standards  which  it  uses  to  deter- 
mine college  deferments.  One 
board  may  grant  a student  defer- 
ment for  simply  being  enrolled  in 
school  while  another  may  require 
a student  to  carry  a minimum  of 
15  hrs.  class  load  per  semester. 

DON'T  WAIT 

Dr.  King  urges  students  to  visit 
his  office  immediately  upon  re- 
ceiving an  unexpected  induction 
notice  or  change  of  classification 
to  I-A.  “Too  many  students,”  he 
says,  “wait  until  it  is  too  late  for 
us  to  help  them,  before  contacting 
my  office  on  a college  deferment 
problem.” 

Any  student  wishing  college 
deferment  who  did  not  fill  out  the 
information  form  during  registra- 
tion, or  any  student  who  has  a 
question  concerning  his  standing 
with  the  Selective  Service  System 
should  contact  the  Veterans  Affairs 
and  Selective  Service  Office,  A-229 
Abraham  Smoot  Building.
